Charleston's beautiful Battery presented a 
scene of desolation. The terrible flood of 
waters had done its work effectually and 
the receding torrent carried with it the glory 
of the handsomest water-front that ever graced 
a city. On the South Battery several breaches 
were made, some of then being twenty feet 
in length. The shell walk was destroyed. 
The churches of Charleston. of which there 
are upward of seventy, all suffer more or less 


| damage from the cyclone. The most serious 


mishap among the churches was the almost 
total wreck of the Zion A. M. E. Church on 
Globe street. The loss to the congregation 
will be $35,000. The next most serious dis- 
aster occurred at the Second Presbyterian 
Church, the building bemg almost entirely 
unroofed. St. Joseph’s, the pretty little 
Roman Catholic Church in Anson street, 
was unroofed. Emanuel, the new A. M. E. 
Church, was badly damaged, Zion Colored 
Presbyterian Church is damaged to the 
amount of $500. Trinity M. E. Church has 
lost its roof, damage $2,500. The Spring 
Street Methodist Church loses $2,000. The 
new bridge over Ashley River is totally de- 
stroyed, the loss being about $60,000. Three 
schooners weré in collision with the bridge 
during the night. The Maud S. was complete- 
ly wrecked. 

From Sunday afternoon until tonight the 
click of a telegraph was not heard in Charles- 
ton. The telegraph poles are down fora half 
mile at a stretch. The resetting of the lines 
will be as tedious as building new lines. 
Linemen are working in all directions. 

Destruction of the Wharves. 

The wreck on the river-front of this city 
is almost complete. Along the wharves on 
Monday morning scarcely anything but the 
tops of pile could be seen, while the adjacent 
streets were waist deepin water. Every fence 
was flat on the ground. Huge trees were 
broken off at the roots. The 
ferry wharf. was an appalling sight, 
the waves completely surrounding it, and the 
Mosquito fleet in the neighboring basin was 
under water. 

The largest wreck of all was that of a huge 
Italian bark that had been anchored in the 
harbor a few hundred. yards from shore. It 
had been double anchored, but in spite of all 
of its moorings and the attempts to save it 
the wind blew it to the shore with not a rag up. 
driving it up against a wharf with keel almost 
out of water. The name of the bark could 
not be learned. The southern wharf is swept 
clean. 

At Marshall wharf there were three barks 
left on shore. The Cesarina,a bark of 650 
tons, and Maria, of about 450 tons, were in 
the same slip in one huge tangled wreck. The 
Cesarina arrived in Charleston from Girgen- 
tia, Sicily, two weeks ago. The Maria came 
from Naples. It is a wreck, but the Cesarina 
isin fair condition. Several schooners are 
ashore. Numerous small boats are nothing 
but firewood. 

A great many residences were partly sub- 
merged. All the parks and lakes are ruined. 
On Sullivan Island, seven miles from Charles- 
ton, where hundreds of merchants live with 


their families during the summer, and where | 


a great many visitors from the North con- 
gregate, was a night of terror, Sea Captains 
were offered $100 to goto the island for tid- 
ings. Finally the Captains of the Britannia 
and Kate Cannon agreed to take the risk. 
They found the whole place was strewn with 
wreckage. During the night the wind blew 
125 miles an hour. By midnight the 
entire island was * submerged and 
in some places the water was 
seven feet deep. Several store-houses are 
completely wrecked and the balance are badly 
injured. Fort Moultrie was the haven of 
many of the islanders, who rushed there seek- 
ing refuge. The fort was not damaged by 
the waves. 

Ricumonp, Va., Aug. 29.—Passenger train 
No. 78 of the Atlantic Coast line, with Pull- 
man sleepers attached, reached here this even- 
ing at 6:50 from Charleston, S. C., having 
been delayed twenty-four hours by the de- 
structive storm which swept over the South 
Atlantic coast Sunday and Monday. J. B. 
Beddingfield, Southern express messenger, 
who was in Charleston during the storm, gives 
this story: 

The battle of wind and rain commenced with 
terrific force at 1 o’clock Sunday afternoon and 
continued without cessation until Monday morn- 
ing at 7 o’clock; that there was not fifty yards 
space in the streets that did not contain débris, 
such as roofs of houses, signs, awnings, tele- 
graph poles, etc., which were scattered in all di- 
rections. The roof of the St. Charles Hotel was 
blown off and the streets were fiooded with water 
almost to its doors. He saw fourteen box cars 
that had been blown from the railroad track and 
turned over. All the phosphate works in the city 
were blown down or badly damaged. There was 
a schooner lying high in the streets, having been 
driven from its anchorage. There was no com- 
munication with Savannah, all telegraph lines 
having been prostrated. While he saw no one 
killed or injured, it was currently reported that 
eight people had been killed in the city. It was 
also rumored that there had been great loss of 
life on Sullivan’s Island, report placing the num- 
ber in the hundreds, but inasmuch as all commu- 
nication was cut off of course there was no means 
of verifying the report. For many miles along 
the line of the Atlantic Coast line road leading 
out of Charleston telegraph poles were nearly all 
blown down. 

Frorence, S. C., Aug. 29.—In a cyclone at 
Sullivan’s Island yesterday a man by the 
name of A. Bryan and his wife were drowned 
ahd Mrs. G. Holland (white) was killed by a 
falling house. Fifteen houses were swept 
away and every one on the island was more 
ot less damaged. Sullivan’s Island is in the 
Atlantic Ocean, seven miles east of Charles- 
ton, and is the site of Fort Moultrie. 


BY A HURRICANE.

r H er Vigtlant’s Narrow Escape 

om Wreck off Long Island-Tugs Sunk 

in the Lower Hudson, Where the Storm 

Is the Most Furious for Years=Buildings 

at Coney Island Wrecked and Small 

Houses Blown into the Sea-Anxiety for 
Lake Craft at Buffalo. 


New York, Aug. 29.—[Special.]—New York 
did not catch the full force of the hurricane 
that swept up along the North Atlantic this 
morning. Several lives were lost, however, 
in New York and its vicinity, and the wind 
blew with a fury that has not been known 
here since the blizzard of 1888. Great suf- 
fering was caused by the isolation from the 
rest of the country, north, south, east, and west, 
for the storm was so general that when busi- 
ness hours came this morning rapid cummuni- 
cation with outside points was impossible. 
Telephone and telegraph wires were down in 
every direction and it was late today when 
communication was reéstablished, and then 
only with decreased facility. Even the Federal 
weather bureau was compelled to give up 
business for lack of telegraphic information. 
Not a map or a prognostication of guaranteed 
value was given out from the office in the 
Equitable Building. 

Hardly was the sea calmed after the storm 
of last week and shipping men once more be- 
ginning to regain confidence in the weather 
when the hurricane of today came roaring and 
tearing along. It came from the southeast and 
struck New York shortly after midnight. At 
first there was only a high wind, but soon it 
began to rain, and then the gale was in- 
creased to a hurricane. By daylight the lower 
part of the city was pretty well soaked, 
and out in the day the waves 
were running to an enormous _ height. 
The early ferryboats found great dif- 
ficulty in making their docks, and as the day 
grew older the rain ceased, but the wind 
seemed to increase in violence, and the waves 
iu the upper bay ran higher and higher each 
hour. With the increasing gale, which about 
7 o’clock shifted from southeast to easterly, 
all travel except for the largest of the Staten 
Island ferry-boats and ocean tugs was sus- 


pended. 
Ellis Island Cut Off 


Ellis Island was cut off from ali communi- 
cation with the mainland until after 10 
o’clock, when an ocean tug was, secured to 
make the trip and take milk and provisions to 
the immigrants on Ellis Island. At Quaran- 
tine Dr. Jenkins attempted early in tho morn- 
ing to board the steamshipa,Runic, Makelyne, 
and Moravia, but the high seas were too much 
for his boat, and it was noon before he was 
able to get aboard. 

The sloop yacht Vigilant, one of the cup de- 
fender candidates, narrowly escaped destruc- 
tion in the height of the storm in the 
sound. A delay of half an hour 
in the arrival of the tugs which 
finally rescued it from its helpless position 
would have resulted in the probable total loss 
of the $100,000 racer. 

The hurricane lasted with all its fury until 
about 1 o’clock, when the wind shifted again 
to the westward and the high seas gradually 
grew calm. Then traffic in the harbor began 
to be resumed, and accounts ofdisaster began 
to come in from all quarters. 

The free bath at the Battery was wrecked 
and sunk half way below water. The schooner 
Belle of Red Bank, N. J., with a cargo of 
apples, lying at the foot of Danforth street, Jer- 
sey City, was capsized by the waves and sunk. 
The fishing schooner, Ida R. Berry, from 
Squam Beach, came into port with sails in 
ribbons. It had lost both anchors and anchor 
chains, and reported that when off the High- 
lands a yacht was seen ashore on Bath Beach. 

The schooner M. C. Tonsall reported high 
seas, and on Aug. 26 passed a great quantity 
of wreckage. The schooner Annie E. Ricker- 
son, Capt. Rummil, came into port ina bad- 
ly battered condition. On Aug. 20 it en- 
countered a storm which lasted six hours, and 
during which its lee bulwarks were stove in, 
the cabin was flooded, and everything mov- 
able on deck was washed away. 


Wrecked by the Hurricane. 


The bark Glencoyne, Capt. Fletcher, was 
even in a worse condition. Aug. 20 when off 
Hatteras an easterly hurricane was encoun- 
tered which lasted for twelve hours. The 
storm center was just over the ship and every- 
thing was carried away. Aug. 23 a second 
hurricane was encountered in which the bark 
lost its main, fore, and mizzen-top masts. The 
vessel lay over until it was rail under, and 
every sail was blown from its fastenings. 

The fishing schooner Ida Potter from New 
York, which sought refuge from the storm 
behind the breakwater, was driven on the 
rocks and wrecked, but the crew were saved. 
The schooner Frank A. Willis and a 
yacht anchored off Camp Low, Sandy 
Hook, dropped their anchors and ran 
ashore. A three-masted schooner broke its 
anchor chains and grounded on the Jersey 
flats, while a portion of a wrecked barge 
floated ashore at Ellis Island and was made 
fast at the ferry landing. A large number of 
accidents to shipping was also reported. 

The hurricane swept over the east end of 
Long Island. The wind was severe and the 
waves on Peconic Bay ran extremely high, 
making it extremely dangerous for either 
steam or sailing vessel to ven- 
ture out. The iron steamer Long 
Island started from Sag Harbor for 
New London on its regular trip and on its ar- 
rival in Greenport harbor an extra heavy gust 
of wind turned it completely around, and it 
was forced to go to the wharf at Shelter Isi- 
and Heights for safety. A number of vessels 
at anchor lost spars and only hard work on 
the part of the crews kept them from going 
ashore.

ASBURY PARK’S BOARD WALK GONE. 


Ocean Pier Also Wrecked by the Breakers 
Other New Jersey Damages. 

Asnunr Park, N. J., Aug. 29.—The big 
summer pavilion of Founder James Brad- 
ley has been damaged to some extent. The 
famous board walk between Asbury Park 
and Ocean Grove was almost completely torn 
up by the breakers, which were by far the big- 
gest ever witnessed along the coast. The 
Ocean Pier at the foot of Broadway, Ocean 
Grove, was wrecked by the high surf. The 
new fishing pier at Ocean Grove is reported 
wrecked, 

Salm, N. J., Aug. 29.—A terrible gale 
struck this county about midnight last night.

Charges of His Complicity in the Alleged 
Attempt of Mrs. Harmon-Anson to Se- 
cure $10,000 from a Russian Exhibiter 
Looked into by a Committee of the Com- 
mission=Mr, Schickedants Makes Some 
Statements Unfavorable to the Oklaho- 
ma Man—Higbee Case Also Referred. 

Harsh testimony against National Commis- 


sioner Othneil Beeson was introduced yester- 


him and alternate Commissioner Mercer with 
reference to their connection in the alieged 


attempt of Mrs. Harmon-Anson to secure 


$10,000 from a Russian exhibiter on a 
promise that his liquors would receive a 
medal and high-class certificate. The testi- 
mony was so strong that it was given out that 
the committee in its report to the National 
Commission today would report unfavorably 


against Mr. Beeson but declare there was no 


evidence of a character sufficient to warrant 
an unfavorable report in the case of Mr. Mer- 
cer, 

The committee spent all the forenoon hear- 
ing the testimony. Durmg the trial the ac- 
cused Commissioners satin the room. Mr, 
Mercer made substantially the statement 
printed in Tun Tano yesterday morning. 
Mr. Beeson said Mrs. Anson was his sister-in- 
law; that she was engaged in the brokerage 
business; and that any effort made in her be- 
half was only asa disinterested person. He 
said he had no knowledge of any money con- 
sideration. 

Mrs, Anson made an absolute denial of any 
intention on her part todo more than intro- 
duce judges. But the damaging testimony 
came from Mr. Vandersteen, the clerk in 
charge of the exhibit, and Alexander Schicke- 
dantz, the young man who last Saturday se- 
cured the arrest of Mrs. Anson. It was largely 
on Mr. Schickedantz’s testimony that the 
committee of six members decided, it is said, 
to report unfavorably against Mr. Beeson and 
to let Mr. Mercer go. The report is to be 
written up this morning and if there is no 
change of opinion among the members of the 
committee the finding will be as indicated. 
In that case it will rest with the National 
Commission to take further action. This ac- 
tion, if taken, will be to submit the. evidence 
in the case to the Governor of the Territory 
of Oklahoma, the place of Mr. Beeson’s ap- 
pointment, and to the President of the United 
States.

Measures Which Prairie State Representa- 
tives Are Prepared to Offer. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 29.—[Special. ]— 
Just as soon as the hopper is opened for the 
introduction of bills in the House the Illinois 
delegation proposes to be in the swim. Rep- 
resentative Funk is stirring up the Treasury 
Department people with a view to having 
plans and specifications prepared for the pro- 
posed public building at Bloomington. For 
two years an appropriation of $75,000 for 
this building has been waiting upon the ac- 
tions of the Supervising Architect of the 
Treasury, the site having already been se- 
cured.

They know that if they had been able to pre- 
vent the repeal of the Sherman law they would 
have inflicted untold miseries on their coun- 
try, and yet they voted on the wrong side. 
Some of them did so because they thought 
dishonesty and ignorance were in the major- 
ity in their districts and that if they opposed 
them they voted their own political death. 
Such men are demagogues, sure to make a 
mistake and be tripped up sooner or later. 
Some of these Representatives feared lest the 
opposition of fanatical free silver men influ- 
ential in local politics might harm them next 
year when seeking renomination and reélec- 
tion. They reasoned that the bitter hostility 
of the friends of free silver in case of the re- 
peal ot the Sherman law would harm them 
more if they voted for repeal than the less 
passionate opposition of the honest men 
would harm them if they voted against repeal 
but repeal were carried. Such men are cow- 
ards, afraid of the noisy talk and frightened 
by the impotent threats of small squads of 
ignoramuses and would-be cheats. 


LEE MANTLE’S CASE SETTLED. 

The Senate has tabled a motion to recon- 
sider the vote by which it was decided .that 
Mantle of Montana was not entitled to a seat. 
Having done that a motion to seat Allen of 
Washington, whose case was similar to that 
of the Montana claimant, was defeated. It 
has been determined absolutely and finally 
that if a Legislature deliberately refuses to 
elect a Senator the Governor ofa State can- 
not make good its laches by appointing some 
one to filla vacancy which was occasioned 
purely by legislative neglect of duty. 

The decision isin accordance with the Con- 
stitution and aside from that it was eminently 
proper. Had the case been settled the other 
way great encouragement would have been 
given to factions in Legislatures and there 
would have been many more instances of fail- 
ure to elect. Where one party had the Gov- 
ernor and the other party had the majority in 
the Legislature the minority in the Legis- 
lature would have resorted to extreme meas- 
ures to defeat an election, since in that case 
the selection of a Senator would have been 
left to its Governor. In cases where the ma- 
jority was divided into factions the minority 
faction would have refused utterly to come to 
terms, hoping to have its man chosen if the 
Governor was of the same party and knowing 
that the man it was trying to beat would not 
be chosen if the Governor was of a different 
party. It has been decided that ifa Legisla- 
ture does not elect the State will be short a 
Senator. That is notice to the people to 
choose legislators who will do their duty. 

This action of the Senate leaves Montana, 
Wyoming, and Washington with but one Sen- 
ator apiece, but, as Tu Trisuns has stated 
before, those small States will not be able to 
complain of a lack of representation, Wyo- 
ming with only one Senator will have fifteen 
times as much representation in the Senate on 
the basis of population as [Illinois has with 
two Senators. Montana and Washingten 
with only one Senator apiece will fare much 
better than States like Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, 
Wisconsin, etc. though the latter have two. 
So if the Legislatures of Wyoming, Montana, 
and Washington do not meet in special ses- 
sion and fitl these vacancies the people of 
those States need not grumble, and those of 
other States will be perfectly satistied if the 
seats remain unfilled for years to come, till 
these small States have added largely to their 
population. 


THE KOPPERL CHARITY SYSTEM. 

The work of feeding the unemployed at the 
Jewish Mission, No. 569 South Canal street, 
continues, but is growing so rapidly that its 
manager, Mr. Alexander Kopperl, must have 
some help. He began this work with a fund 
of $200 subscribed by himself, to which his 
friends contributed $300 more. With this 
comparatively small fund he has succeeded 
in the last three or four days in relieving 1,318 
families, to whom he has issued 4,751 pounds 
of bread and 1,389 pounds of meat. Of those 
relieved 40 per cent were Poles and Swedes, 
40 per cent Jews, and 20 per cent Americans. 
By an arrangement with certain packing 
companies which agree to furnish meat at 
two and a half cents per pound, and by sim- 
ilar arrangements for bread, he gives his 
patrons orders upon them which are duly 
honored. Mr. Kopperl says in reference to 
his charitable work:

CANNON, MARSH, AND SMITH. 

The three Republican Representatives from 
Illinois named above voted against the repeal 
of the silver-purchase clauses of the Sherman 
law, and, as a consequence, for the continua- 
tion of the existing distrust in the soundness 
of the currency and for a final drop to a silver 
standard, when that point was reached when 
the gold now on hand would be insufficient to 
keep at par the mass of silver, increasing in 
quantity at the rate of four and a half million 
ounces a month. 

Where do they find their warrant for their 
vote? Certainly not in the platform of their 
party, which says that the parity of values of 
the two metals must be secured, so that the 
purchasing and debt-paying power of the 
dollar, whether of gold, silver, or paper, shall 
be at all times equal.“ A failure to repeal the 
Sherman law would destroy that parity. 
Messrs. Marsh, Cannon, and Smith are too 
intelligent not to know that such would be the 
case unless immediate provision were made 
for the purchase of two hundred millions in 
gold to preserve the parity. But they have 


proposed no such legislation, nor do they, 


know that the Democrats have any intention 
of proposing it. 

There were ninety-nine Republicans who 
voted for repeal and a handful of twenty-four 
who voted against it. Cannon, Marsh, and 
Smith were among the latter. Did they think 
they were better judges of what the country 
demanded or better interpreters. of the Re- 
publican platform than the majority of their 
party? If they ranked their own intelligence 
so high and that of their colleagues so low 
they will find very few to agree with them. 

Nor did they represent the majority of their 
constituents. The residents of the counties 
along the Indiana line forming Cannon’s dis- 
trict are in favor of the full payment of debts 
and not of their half repudiation. The peo- 
ple of Rock Island and the adjoining counties 
did not send Mr. Marsh to Congress to give 
them 58-cent dollars, but to preserve the 100- 
cent dollar. The citizens of Alexander and 
other Egyptian counties who elected Smith 
did not do so that a single silver standard 
should be introduced, but that the gold one 
of a century’s standing in this country might 
be maintained. 

These ‘three Representatives, who did vio- 
lence to the platform on which they were 
elected and the wighes of the men who chose 
them, were not consistent in their course, 
They all voted against free coinage at a ratio 
of 16 to 1, which would have brought the 
country at once to a silver standard. They 
voted against the other ratios and against the 
revival of the Biand<dllison bill, with the ex- 
ception of Marsh, who voted for the 20 tol 
ratio, which would have given the country at 
once a single silver standard and 73-cent dol- 
lars. Since they were willing to vote against 
repeal and fora drop to a silver standard in 
the future they ought to have been ready to 
vote for free coinage and an immediate drop. 

It is probable that they voted against re- 
peal because they dreaded to disoblige a 
small percentage of their constituents, some 
of them dishonest and some of them igno- 
rant, but that in order to placate the honest 
and intelligent majority of their constituents 
they voted substantially against all the amend- 
ments, possibly with some idea of riding two 
horses at once. Such a policy, however, 
never pays in the longrun. The people of 
Illinois do not want any “ good Lord, good 
devil“ Representatives. 


COCKRELL’S FIATIST RAVINGS. 

Senator Cockrell says that the people of 
the United States know that greenbacks are 
money—absolutely money.“ With a few in- 
significant exceptions, the Missouri Senator 
among them perhaps, the people of the United 
States know nothing of the kind. The disa- 
greeable experiences of 1862-’79%ground into 
them the conviction that greenbacks were not 
“absolutely money.“ Some very ignorant 
persons, to whose folly Cockrell is catering, 
mainly because they live and have votes in 
Missouri, may think so. If Cockrell really 
agrees with these deluded creatures he has 
longer years than any other ass in Congress. 

** Greenback”’ is a popular nickname for a 
particular kind of United Statesnote. A note 
is a promise to pay money. It is a promise 
that the maker of the note, the Government of 
the United States in this case, will redeem it 
in money on demand—not next month or 
next year, but when presented. When the 
United States says on its notes that it will re- 
deem them on demand it means that it will 
redeem them in coin, that is, in gold or silver 
at its option. 

Real money is a certain weight of gold or 

silver. So many grains of one or the other 
make a dollar, an eagle, or a half-dollar. This 
coin money is not a promise to pay any one 
anything, for it is absolutely money.“ The 
coin paid for the redemption of the United 
States note is not, like the note, a promise to 
pay value, nor is it a representative of value, 
but it is value of itself. It has, what the promise 
to pay has not, an intrinsic value. It has bar- 
ter, trade, or swap qualities. The transfer of 
coin in a barter or trade, in buying or selling, 
isa full and complete settlement of all in- 
debtedness. It is in and of itself a full and 
complete consideration for whatever is given 
in exchange for it. For this coin is always 
accepted as a full equivalent in property 
value—not promise value—for the goods or 
other articles exchanged for it. This coin is 
accepted thus because it contains a certain 
fixed number of grains in weight of gold or 
silver—about twenty-eight times as many 
grains of silver as of gold. 

Can it be possible that the Missouri Senator 
does not know those simple truths? Surely 
he must be ignorant of them, for otherwise he 
could not have brazen audacity enough to get 
up in the Senate chamber and, in the hearing 
not merely of his colleagues but of the Asso- 
ciated Press reporters and special correspond- 
ents, make such a wonderful exhibition of as- 
ininity. It is true that Cockrell was down South 
during the war doing his best to aid it, but he 
must have heard something about the behav- 
ior of greenbacks during that period. If they 
were “absolutely money,” why did they wab- 
ble about over such a broad range of value, 
ranging from a value of 98 per cent of money 
down toa value of 38 per cent of money— 
that is, a value of real gold or silver money— 


stolidly and persistently on the wrong side 
Monday. They did not try to hedge, ‘They 
made no effort whatever to placate the honest 
men in their districts. They behaved as if 
they were convinced that all their congtituents 
wanted 58-cent dollars wherewith to cheat 
some one. 

These three men set in by voting for free 
coinage at a ratio of 16 to 1, which, if 
adopted, would drive out all the gold, lower 
about half the purchasing power of the silyer 
money, the legal tenders, and the national 
bank notes, and bring the country to the 
fluctuating single silver standard. That 
amendment being defeated they voted for 
free coinage at a ratio of 17 to 1, and so on 
up to 20 to 1. Free coinage at any of those 
ratios would bring the country to a monome- 
tallic silver standard, confiscate a large per- 
centage of credits, and inflict infinite dis- 
aster. 

Failing to get free coinage at any ratio 
these three men voted for the revival of the 
Bland-Allison law, which would be a most 
mischievous measure now. Defeated again, 
they voted against the repeal of the silver- 
purchase clauses of the Sherman law. They 
were consistent throughout. They put them- 
selves on the wrong side in the beginning and 
stuck to it unfalteringly. 

Every vote cast by them was a deliberate 
defiance of the Democratic national platform 
on which they ran and were elected. That 
platform says: The dollar unit of coinage 
of both metals must be of equal intrinsic and 
exchangeable value,” and “the parity of the 
two metals and the equal power of every dol- 
lar at all times in the markets and in the pay- 
ment of debts”’ must be maintained. Every 
vote cast by these three Democrats was cast 
to break down the parity, to destroy the pow- 
er of the silver dollar in the markets, and to 
strip it of about half its exchangeable value. 
Those votes were the votes of men indorsing 
the Populist and not the Democratic plat- 
form. 

The total Democratic vote cast in the Fith- 
ian, Lane, and Williams districts last fall was 
54,800. The total vote cast for the Populist 
Congressional candidates in those three dis 
tricts was 7,800. These three Democratic 
Congressmen who were elected under false 
pretenses are trying to represent the 7,800 
Populists rather than the 54,800 Democrats. 
They are fit subjects for party discipline, and 
they will get a taste of it next yéar when the 
Democratic conventions in their districts 
meet. 


REWARDING INCITERS TO RIOT. 

At the Lake-Front meeting Monday after- 
noon an alleged cigarmaker named Silver- 
berg made anincendiary speech to the excited 
mob in which, after denouncing the city gov- 
ernment and the police, he advised his hearers 
to come armed to the next meeting. The de- 
tectives who had heard the fellow tender this 
advice properly arrested him in spite of the ef- 
fort of the crowd to prevent it. 
of this agitator clearly came within that class 
which the Law Department of the city only 
the other day declared was deserving of the 
severest penalties. Mayor Harrison, however, 
promptly released him, and, after telling him 
to be good and not do so again, presented 
him with a five-dollar bill. 

It is to be hoped that Mayor Harrison has 
not adopted the policy of putting down in- 
cendiary agitators with five-dollar bills. If 
he has he will have his hands full. There 
probably is not a man among those attending 
the meetings.on the Lake-Front who would 
hesitate to get up and advise the crowd 
not only to come armed but to use their arms 
to kill the police and to throttle the law if he 
thought the Mayor would pay him five dollars 
for so domg. Indeed it is not at all unlikely 
that there may be a flve-dollar run upon his 
private purse which may induce him to suspend 
or compel him to put himself into the hands 
of a receiver ere long, for if Silverberg was 
deserving of reward for his incendiary speech 
there is no reason why every loafer who imi- 
tates his example should not be rewarded also 
and make a handsome per diem. Of course it 
was very benevolent on the part of the Mayor 
to reward Silverberg for his incendiary ad- 
vice, but it would have been more to the point 
if he had allowed the severe penalties” to go 
into operation which were included in the 
opinion of the law department he himself 
invited, If he is going to reward all the Lake- 
Front agitators who violate the law his purse 
soon will run dry. There are plenty of them 
who will agree to be good citizens as long as 
the five dollars last. After that they will want 
another five dollars. Rewarding inciters to 
riot is a dangerous ex periment. 


ONLY WAY TO HELP THE UNEMPLOYED. 

At the meeting of the Committee on Ar- 
rangements for the labor demonstration on 
the Lake-Front today it was announced that 
it would not be of an incendiary character, 
that it would not be prolonged into a series 
of meetings, and that, there would be no pa- 
rade. Thus far no objection can be taken to 
the meeting. It is clearly within legal re- 
strictions and privilege. In stating the object 
of the meeting, however, the committee’s an- 
nouncement is not of a practical nature. It 
says: We propose to show that there are 
many unemployed men in the city, but we 
shall demonstrate it quietly and without dis- 
order.“ There is nothing illegal in the object 
of this meeting, but it is entirely unnecessary. 
Every one knows that there are many unem- 
ployed men in Chicago. It is possible to ob- 
tain almost the exact number in half a day 
from the leaders of the unions, It is super- 
fluous therefore to call a meeting for this pur- 
pose. Of the twenty-eight speakers set down 
for addresses three or four only are from this 
city, consequently the testimony of the re- 
mainder as to facts or statistics will be 
mainly second-hand and probably of little 
account. 

The people of Chicago do not want to be 
informed how many persons are out of em- 
ployment. They know that already and are, 
striving to their utmost to provide work, not- 
withstanding the frequent riotous resistance 
of the alien black flag Lake-Front contingent 
which is doing its best to keep genuine 
workingmen out of employment—an effort 
in which it would succeed but for the vigi- 
lance and energy of the police force, which in 
this instance is the real friend and helper of 
workingmen. What the people want to know 
is how many men out of work are deserving 
of help and how many of them belong here; 
how many of them are genuine workingmen 
who cannot find employment, and how many 
of them are red flag Anarchists, black flag 
looters, and no flag tramps, vagrants, and 
thieves. They wantto know how many un- 
employed and turbulent persons have drifted 
in here from other places, and how many pro- 
pose to stay here and realiy desire to get 
work. 

Having ascertained these things then the 
people of this city want to care for the one 
class and send back the other whence it came. 
They do not propose to support the whole 
number of unemployed, deserving and unde- 
serving alike. They do not propose to feed 
and care fora lot of lazy loafers who have 
been drawn here because they fancy they will 
be assisted without being obliged to work.

to the localities properly 
their support if thete be any such places. 
This is what they propose to do. They have 
no idea of announcing that they are going to 
feed every unemployed person who cémes 
here whether deserving or not, for this would 
only be an invitation to the tramps and 
criminal classes to come here from all parts 


of the country. Therefore they do not care 


to be informed by this meeting how many un- 
employed persons there are in Chicago. What 
they want to know is how many of them be- 
long here and are deserving of assistance, If 
the speakers at this meeting have any infor- 
mation on this point it will be received grate- 
fully, and if the leaders and speakers at this 
meeting will come before the Citizens’ com- 
mittee, which is striving to solve the problem, 
and aid it in winnowing out the wheat from 
the chaff and suggest measures for getting rid 
of the chaff, they not only will be doing this 
committee good service, but they will benefit 
the genuine unemployed workingmen of Chi- 


| cago ten thousand times more than all the 


labor meetings and labor congresses can. 


SznaTors PALMER and Hill tried to get from 
Cockrell day before yesterday some definite 
statement as to the effect of issuing United 
States promises to pay gold in addition to the 
large volume of such promises already out, 
without making any provision for getting 
gold to haveon hand to redeem those new 
promises to pay when presented for redemp- 
tion. He evaded and dodged all their queries. 
Being asked plumply if the government 
should add to the greenbacks without adding 
tothe gold reserve—that is, should increase 
its debt without adding to its means of paying 
that debt—his only reply was that a govern- 
ment ought not to have any more promises to 
pay out than it could keep at par. 

When pressed still more vigorously for a 
direct answer to the question whether he 
wanted to add to the promises to pay without 
adding to the redemption reserve his final 
reply was: O., you do not want any more 
money for the people then. You want to re- 
strict the currency.“ His querists wanted 
nothing of the kind, but they do want the cur- 
rency sound, while Cockrell wants it rotten. 
When asked if he thought the government 
should have any gold reserve, his reply 
was that it should have a “coin” reserve. By 
“coin” he probably means an abundant sup- 
ply of 371-grain silver dollars. His shifty re- 
plies indicate clearly that he is a shinplaster 
fiatist, a Pefferite, or Jerry Simpsonite, intent 
by hook or crook on debasing the standard of 
American money and forcing it down as near 
utter worthlessness as possible. 

It is a shame that a State represented once 
by a hard-money, honest-money Democrat 
like Benton should be misrepresented now by 
a bad egg like Cockrell; Of course he will 
hang on to his seat, but he ought at least to 
declare that he is no longer a member 
of the Democratic party which he is betray- 
ing and whose platform he has repudiated, 
and that he is going to consort with the Pef- 
fers, Leases, and Weavers. 


Sarunbar night last twenty-six men and 
boys were arrested on.the West Side upon the 
charge of obstructing the streets.

Assuming 
the story of Mr. Houston to be correct, and 
there is no reason to doubt its truth, the 
brutal bully in uniform who was guilty of 
this outrage should be dismissed promptly 
from the force as a fellow utterly unfit to 
carry a city star or wear its uniform. Mr. 
Houston himself, the victim of his maltreat- 
ment, should demand his r'ghts in court. As 
he knows the policeman who struck him he 
should have him arrested and fined and sent 
to the bridewell if he don’t pay the fine. 
This is the least punishment that should be 
visited upon him for this outrage upon the 
rights of a citizen. He is a disgrace to the 
force and should be dismissed peremptorily. 
If there are any others on the force like him 
they should be weeded out at once. Brutal 
bullies are not wanted on the Chicago police 
force. Its reputation is too good to be im- 
periled by such fellows.

The committee would do well to 
appeal to the people at an early date to decorate 
their houses and places of business and public 
buildings, so that they may have ample time 
to get ready for the display.

DISASTROUS FLOODS IN BALTIMORE. 


Property tothe Value of a Half Million

Cut Off Eastern Communication

RUINOUS BLAZE IS NARROWLY AVERTED 


Speedy and Skillful Work by Firemen Saves 
a Lake Street Business Block. 


What promised to be a dangerous fire 
involving the loss of many vast whole- 
sale business blocks broke out in 
the top floor of the four-story build- 
ing at Nos. 207 and 209 Lake street 
at 10 o’clock last night. The premises are 
held under a long-time lease by the M. E. 
Page Confectionery company, who have sub- 
let the entire structure to the present tenants. 
Ot these the American Oak Leather company 
occupied the main floor, while the Empire 
Rubber Manufacturing company has the sec- 
ond floor, and Graff & Co., manufacturers 
and dealers in draft furnaces, have the occu- 
poner of the entire third and fourth floors. 

t wasin the rearof the top floor used by 
Graff & Co. as a. warehouse the fire had its 
origin, and to this floor the damage done by 
the flames was confined. 

When Marshal Musham arrived he sent in 
a 4-11 alarm, as the fire was burning sullenly 
between the brick partition walls. ith the 
additional steamers and water-towers the fire 
on the roof was quickly extinguished. 
Had the fire obtained much headway the 
damage would have been great. water 
did most of the damage, as it penetrated 
to the three lower floors, principally filled 
with leather and rubber eal which are not 
readily damaged by water. The estimated 
loss is $11,000, of which $6,000 is on the 
building. Graff & Co. will lose at least 
$2,000; the Empire Rubber Manufacturing 
company, $1,800, and the American Oak 
Leather company, $1,200, all of which is 
covered by insurance. 

Most of the streets in the vicinity were 
crowded with people who were fearful of an 
extensive fire. Police officers had great diffi- 
culty in keeping the streets open sufficient! 
for the use of the numerous engines, hoo 
and Jadder trucks, hose carts, patrol, and the 
insurance wagons. 

William M. Bright, Chicago representative 
for the firm of Graff & Co., was found at his 
residence, No. 620 West Jackson street, and 
said: We occupied a part of second 
floor. Our stock consists of Grant furnaces 
and Tuttle & iley registers. The stock 
was worth about $10,000. It was 
insured for half that amount. Ido not know 
the names of the companies. The insurance 
was placed through Hasbrouck agency. 
Graff & Co. are a New York firm. The con- 
cern here is a branch.“

DOMINO'S RICH PRIZE. 


WINS THE FUTURITY AND WITH IT 
THE LAURELS OF TREMONT. 


His Crowning Effort of a Line of Unbroken 
Victories Stamps Him the Greatest 
Horse as a 2-Year-Old the Turf Has 
Ever Seen=Warm Favorite of Talent 
and Public in the Betting Ring- Accl- 
dent Nearly Costs Him the Race—Gali- 
lee and DobBins Finish Heads Behind, 

New York, Aug. 29.—[Special.]—Who now 
shall say that Domino is not the greatest of 
2-year-olds? 

Loaded down with the crushing impost of 

130 pounds the great son of Himyar and 

Mannie Gray led the way to the finish in the 


great Futurity contest at Sheepshead Bay to- 


day and landed the rich prize for his fortunate 
owners, Messrs. James R. and Foxhall Keene, 
father and son. His record of victories re- 
mains straight and unbroken and he has 
achieved greater glory even than that of the in- 
vincible flying wonder, Tremont, who, seven 
years ago, closed his 2-year-old career with- 
out a defeat marked against him 

But he won no such amount of money as 
the brother to Correction put into the pockets 
of the Keenes; he made no such long jour- 


neys across the country seeking new fields of 
conquest, and the record of stakes that he put 
to his credit is not to be compared with that 
which will follow the name of Domino in the 
record of 1898. Tremont’s name has been a by- 
word of the turfmen for many years, but here- 
after he must be referred to as the champion be- 
fore Domino, who now has attained the crown. 
Domino's race today was infmany respects ro- 
markable. At the outset he was mixed up in an 
accident that threw his stable companion Hyde- 
rabad off bis feet, and came near doing the same 
tohim.

It was a magnificent effort, and clearly stamps 
Domino the best colt of the season if not the 
best the East has ever known. Mike Dwyer, 
bewever, seems tu think different, for after the 
race he offered to back Croker's colt Dobbins in 
a match with Domino over the same ground and 
with the same yee * up for $25,000 a side. 
Foxhall Keene said that he was perfectly willing 
to enter Domino in a match with Dobbins 
for any amount of money, but he demurred a 
carrying the same weights the colts had up t 
day.

WONDERFUL ROAD UP A MOUNTAIN. 


Celebration in Honor of Its Projector at 
Pasadena, Cal. 


Wednesday, Aug. 23, was a gala day in the 
history of Pasadena. A public testimonial 
was tendered to Prof. T. S. C. Lowe in honor 
of the completion of the Mount Lowe rail- 
way, one of the most remarkable of the 
mountain railways of the world, the pros- 
perity of which is closely linked with that of 
Pasadena on account of its near proximity. 
The City Council declared the day a public holi- 
day and most of the business houses were closed. 
In the mornmg an escort composed of the 
city officials, distinguished citizens, and a del- 
egation from the G. A. R. was driven to Prof. 
Lowe's residence. Gov. Markham was in 
waiting with Prof. Lowe. ‘They were ushered 
into a spanking turnout and then the proces- 
sion moved up town. At the terminal station 
a band and Company B, National Guard of 
California, joined the procession, which 
moved directly to the Methodist Episcopal 
Tabernacle, where interesting exercises were 
held. These included addresses by P. M. 
Green, President of the day; Gov. Markham, 
Mayor O. F. Weed, President C. H. Keyes of 
Throop University, A. G. Throop, and a suit- 
able response from Prof. Lowe. A reception 
followed. Lunch was served to the visiting 
guests at the Board of Trade rooms. 

The afternoon exercises consisted of an ex- 
hibition drill by the fire department and sports 
at Athletic Park under the management of 
the Athletic club. In the evening an excursion 
was run over the line of the new road to Ru- 
bio Cafion and Echo Mountain. A grand ball 
was given at Hotel Rubio. 

The 


Mount Lowe road is now in active and 
‘successful operation to the top of Echo Mount- 
ain, 3,500 feet above the sealevel. It con- 
nects with the Terminal road at Altadena, im- 
mediately north.of Pasadena. The first 
section, extending from Altadena to the 
heart of Rubio Canon, one of the 
most picturesque spots in the Sier- 
ra Madres, is operated by electricity. 
The distance is quickly traversed, and in fif- 
teen minutes from Altadena the traveler finds 
himself at the Hotel Rubio, at the foot of the 
great cable incline, which extends upward in 
a straight line for half a mile on a 60 per cent 

rade to Echo Mountain. A rise of 1.300 feet 
s thus attained in the space of a half a mile, 
making this the most remarkable road in the 


world. 

The road isa double track of three rails 
with an automatic turnout half-way up. It is 
operated by electricity, with two balanced 
cars. the one ascending as the other descends. 

Travel over the road has been heavy since 
it was opened about six weeks ago, and the 
success of the enterprise from a financial 
stand tisassured. It already constitutes 
one of the most noteworthy of Pasadena’s sur- 
rounding attractions.

CROWDS ARE COMING. 


EASTERN PEOPLE ATTRAOTED TO 
THE FAIR BY LOW RATES. 


Praiseworthy Example Set by the Michi- 
gan Central and Ohio River Lines=The 
Western Roads, in Their Blindness and 
Niggardiiness, Still Ignore IteEast- 
Beand Freight Rates Go to Pieces= 
Heavy Decrease in Burlington Earn- 
ings—Other News of the Railways. 


The Eastern roads are doing an exceedingly 
large World's Fuir business, but most of the 
travel is by the special excursion trains. for 
which a rate of one fare for the round trip is 
charged. Yesterday the~Michigan Central 
brought in over 2,000 people from Detroit 
and intermediate points. It brought in near- 
ly as many from the same points one day 
last week. The company is making elaborate 
preparations for bringing Michigan people to 
Chicago for Michigan day, Sept. 13, and ex- 
pects todo an enormous business on that oc- 
casion. The Chicago and Ohio River lines are 
doing such a large excursion business that 
they are now running special excursion trains 
at one fare for the round trip every day from 
all Ohio River points. 

The Western roads undoubtedly would do 
as large a business as the Eastern and Ohio 
River lines, and perhaps larger, if they made 
a one-fare rate for the round trip at least 
twice a week. But they refuse to make such 
rate except for State days, or only once from 
the different sections in. their territory be- 
tween now and the end of the Fair, and for 
most of these occasions the limit of the tick- 
ets is so short that few will avail themselves 
of the low rate. A proposition has just been 
submitted to the Western Association lines by 
Chairman Caldwell to make a one-fare rate 
for the round trip from all points in Wiscon- 
sin for Wisconsin day next month. The pro- 
posed limit is six days, but this may be voted 
down and a shorter limit provided for. 

The trouble about Grand Army rates is 
growing more serious every day. It is ad- 
mitted that the rates are being cut by the lines 
which get the business, and if it were not for 
the fear that a general rate war would be 
precipitated several of the roads which are 
unable wk pe any of the business would have 
— an open reduction in the rates be- 
ore now, 0 


EAST-BOUND RATES DEMORALIZED. 


Reduction of Five Cents in Grain and Pro- 
vision Rates. 

It is quite probable that before another 
week the railroads between Chicago and New 
York will be compelled to reduce the rates on 
grain and flour to 20 cents and on provisions 
to 25 cents. This will be a reduction of five 
cents per 100 pounds on fifth and sixth class 
freight. Unless such reduction is made the 
Chicago east-bound roads will not be able to 
get any of the through business to the sea- 
board. The lake lines in connection with the 
roads east from Buffalo are making a rate of 
15 cents per 100 pounds on grain and flour 
and 20 cents on provisions, Chicago to New 
York. Thisis 10 cents per 100 pounds less 
than is charged by the all-rail lines and with 
such a differential the lake lines are bound to 

et all the business. The Eastern trunk 
ines claim that they receive their full pro- 
portion of 12 2-10 cents per 100 pounds 
from the lake lines on grain and flour, but as 
the lake lines make athrough rate of only 
15 cents it is not probable they are satisfied 
with less than 3 cents as their proportion of 
the through rate, and it is quite apparent the 
trunk lines are favoring the lake lines. 


MADE A BAD RECORD FOR JULY. 


Heavy Decrease in Net Earnings of the 
Burlington Railroad, 

The statement of earnings and expenses of 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy system 
for July is as discouraging and unsatisfactory 
as that of the Milwaukee and St. Paul. While 
operating expenses were $97,082 smaller 
than for the corresponding month last year 
the net earnings for the month show a de- 
crease of $182,604. The result would have 
been still worse but for the ‘heavy passenger 
traffic, the earnings from which show an 
increase of $189,622. The decrease in freight 
earnings amounted to $42,081. If there is 
no improvement in freight traffic for the rest 
of this year the result of the year’s operations 
will be almost as bad as it was afew years ago 
during the big strike. Itis hoped the finan- 
cial depression will be over soon and that it 
will be followed by a large and profitable bus- 
iness. 

The gross earnmgs, operating expenses, and 
net earnings of the entire Burlington system, 
including the Burlington and Missouri River 
in Nebraska, for July, as compared with the

World's Fair Rates from California. 

Soveral weeks ago the California roads had an 
opportunity to make a rate of one fare for the 
round trip plus $2 from California points to Chi- 
cago, but not until now have they taken advan- 
tage of the chance given them by theit Eastern 
connections. Yesterday they sent notice to their 
Chicago connections that they will put in effect 
a round trip of $65 from the Pacific coast 
to the Missouri River. This, with the rate 
from the Missouri River to 
($14.59) added, will make the through 
rate to Chicago and return $79.50. The 
new rate is still higher than the California lines 
were permitted to make. The regular rate of 
one-fare for the round trip plus$2 would make the 
through rate to Chicago only $74.50. The Cali- 
fornia people recently requested the Western 
Passenger Association to grant a rate of one-fare 
for the round-trip for the midwinter fair at San 
Francisco, but the roads declined to grant the re- 
quest. There is no reason why lower rates should 
be granted by the Eastern lines to the San Fran- 
cisco fair than the Pacific coast roads would 
make for the World's Fair at Chicago. 


Reduced Rates for Meetings,

| SURGERY FOR CLEVELAND'S CANCER. 


The President Is Said to Have Submitted to 
an Operation. 

Paraperessa, Pa., Aug. 29.—The Press 
this morning publishes a four-column article 
confirming the report that President Cleve- 
land a few weeks ago submitted to an opera- 
tion on the yacht Oneida for the removal of 8 
cancer. The operation required the cutting 
away of a considerable part of the upper jaw- 
bone, and so far there has been no serious 
-effect. The Press says that Mr. Cleveland is 
yet a sick man and that his physician fears 
that mortal disease is still lurking in his sys- 
tem, notwithstanding the heroic efforts of 
surgery to remove it in July. Secretary La- 
mont, who was in New York a few days ago, 
was apprehensive a the President's 
present condition. He said in answer to a 


uest ion from Col. Monroe: 
ars The President is a sick man, how sick we 


cannot tell.“ 
It was in the late spring that Mr. Cleveland

began to be tormen 
seemed to proceed froma tooth. He endured 


a great deal of suffe and for many days 
found little rest. He concealed the trouble 
from his family and ſt is probable that no one 
excepting Secretary Lamont knew that he had 
physical torture as well as mental anxiety to 
contend with. His physicians made an exam.’ 
ination to discover the cause of the trouble, 
and shortly before President issued his 
call for the extra of Congress it was 
decided that an operation was inevitable. Ar- 
rangéments were made in New York and Mr. 
Cleveland was met on his arrival by Dr. Bry- 
ant, Dr. Hasbrouck, and another physician.

Dr. Hasbrouck had charge 
of the operation. As soon as 
Mr. Cleveland boarded the yacht he was put 
to sleep and rested well until late the next day,

The 
wound seemed to heal easily, and the physi- 
cians are now confident that the disease may 
not be so malignant as was feared. 

Mr. Cleveland recovered from the shock 
even better than the physicians had dared to 
hope. He was kept in four days, during 
which time it was announced that he was suf- 
fering from rheumatism, When it became 
necessary for him to go to Washington his 
physicians warned him to remain away from 
work as much as possible. . 

Dr. Bryant accompanied him to Washing- 
ton and after being there four days issued a 
peremptory command for the President to re- 
turn immediately to Buzzard’s Bay. The 
President did not wish to go, saying that his 
services were needed at Washington during 
the financial crisis, but he obeyed the doctor’s 
orders and the advice of his friends and re- 
turned to Buzzard’s Bay.

LODGING-HOUSES THAT OBEY THE LAW. 


Inspectors Now Ascertaining Whether Ord- 
or Have Been Carried Out. 

Commissioner Toolen of the Building De- 

partment yesterday gave his men another start 


at the inspection of lodging-houses. After 
the South Side hotels had been investigated the 
inspectors of the department were sent to 
their regular districts, where the work had 
gone behind on acount of their absence, and 
yesterday was the first time they could be 
spared for additional work. — 8 were sent 
to the lodging-houses on the No and West 
Sides of the city. The Commissioner does 
not expect them to report on their findings 
for several days. 

The five days given proprietors of South 
Side lodging-houses to make alterations in 
their premises expired Monday. Before that 
time many who had been served with notice 
had call upon the Commissioner and in- 
formed him they had made or were making 
the changes required. Yesterday, therefore, 
inspectors of the department were sent out to 
see how the orders had been obeyed. This in- 
spection will take nearly as long as the first 
one,and it will be several days before the 
Commissioner will know against whom he 
will have to begin suits to enforce his orders. 
It is possible even ‘then no suits may be 
brought as Mr. Toolen is inclined to think he 
had better wait until the West and North Side 
houses have been inspected, the proprietors 
served with notice, and do the work or refuse 
to do it, and then bring all the suits in a single 
day.

CHICAGO’S STOCK OF SUGAR IS LOW.

There is a shortage of granulated sugar in 
Chicago. Wholesale grocers yesterday said 
they.were unable to fill their orders, but the 
shortage they declared was only temporary, 
and the arrival of various train-loads of sugar 
which have been ordered from the East will 
quickly relieve the situation. The shortage 
was produced by a combination of circum- 
stances the most prominent feature in which 
is the monetary stringency. It has been cus- 
tomary for the wholesalers to lay in stocks of 

sugar during the summer, in anticipation of 
the fall — They departed from this rule 
this year to save their funds and permitted 
their stocks to run low. The sugar trust 
usually maintains a considerable stock at its 
agency in this city, and this, too, was permit- 
ted to fall below * proportions. 
Throughout the summer the demand for sugar 
was equaled by the local supply. But in Sep- 
tember there isa heavy demand for sugar for 
eanning pur . Aweek or ten days ago 
this dem manifested itself. Since that 
ti ne there has been a r ish to buy. and as a 
consequence the local stock has been pretty 
well cleaned up. There is nothing like a 
famine, nor is there anything alarming in the 
situation, said T. H. ay oy of F. MacVeagh 
& Co. “The shortage is only temporary. 
Prices will not be advanced.“
